Let thy Fatherly hand ever be 
over them, let thy Holy Spirit ever be with them, and so lead them in the 
knowledge and obedience of thy word, that they may glorify thee in their 
daily walk, and in the end, obtain life everlasting. Let thy blessing rest 
upon this House, mercifully illumine and brightemit with”the tokens of 
this presence and with the manifestation of thy glory. Abide here, by 
the perpetual presence of thy Holy Spirit, as a spirit of love and peace 
and holiness. May it long endure as a memorial of christian benevolence, 
and be a fold wherein many of the lambs of the flock shall be safely shel- 
tered under the protecting care of the great Shepherd and Bishop of 
their souls ;—so that here taught to love and serve him they may be made 
meet to dwell with him in the house not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens. These things, and whatsoever else thou shalt see to be requi- 
site and needful for the full development of the benefits of this Children’s 
Home, we humbly ask in the name and through the mediation of thy Son
